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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is the American Numismatic Society’s occasional 
survey of recent publications in or related to numismatics with abstracts of 
their contents. Number 145 lists titles submitted to the International Editor, 
Oliver Hoover, from November, 2001 through November, 2002. 

Although the international board of contributing editors has been the 
backbone of this publication since 1967 and continues to be the most 
important source of material for NL, advances in technology, particularly the 
growth of the Internet, now make it possible for abstract authors to send 
electronic submissions directly to the International Editor by writing to 
numlit@numismatics.org. It is hoped that by expanding the number of people 
with direct involvement in NL that the comprehensiveness and utility of the 
series will also expand. 

The present volume was entirely produced from the XML files used to 
create the constantly growing online version of NL, which can be found at 
http://www.amnumsoc.org/numlit. This online version is frequently updated 
with new entries, allowing the user to see what will be included in upcoming 
print volumes and what is still lacking. It is hoped that users will help to fill in 
gaps by sending abstracts. 

The format of this volume is similar to the format of number 144. It uses 
the detailed typological, cultural and geographical arrangement of material 
also found in the on-line version. For ease of use, bibliographical entries that 
fall into multiple categories appear in each of the appropriate categories, 
although abstracts are only printed with the first appearance of the entry. 
Subsequent entries direct the reader to the abstract. An index of authors is 
published at the back of each print issue. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are always welcome and 
may be addressed to the International Editor. We thank all those who have 
contributed to NL in the past and hope that interest and participation will 
continue to grow. 

The International Editor was responsible for administering the collection 
of bibliographic information and abstracts. All layout was done by the 
Technical Editor, Sebastian Heath, with the assistance of Aviva Gray and 
Mu$erref Yetim.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 

Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the 
bibliographical information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the 
Roman alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, 
German, Italian or Spanish, the original title should be followed by a 
translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also 
be given: 

1. Volume and/or issue number 

2. Date of the Journal 

3. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

4. Page numbers on which the article appears 

5. Presence of illustrations 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift 
or proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

1. Complete title of the collection 

2. Place of publication and name of publisher 

3. Date of publications 
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4. Page numbers on which the article appears 

5. Presence of illustrations 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

1. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

2. Place of publication and name of publisher 

3. Date of publication 

4. Total number of pages 

5. Presence of illustrations 

6. ISBN, optional 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments that should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographical 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 

The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from 50 to 200 words in length, depending on 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be 
desirable when the original publication is not readily available or is written in 
a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. 
They may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish. All 
abstracts must include the full name of the abstractor. 

Submissions 

Material may be sent to the International Editor by e-mail (preferred), in 
printed form, on CD-ROM, or on diskette. CD-ROMs and diskettes should be for 
Microsoft Windows. Any file format readable by Microsoft Word is acceptable. 
Please also send a hard-copy version to the International Editor if entried 
contain diacritical marks or non-Westem European characters. 

TECHNICAL NOTE 


As with the previous volume, Numismatic Literature 145 is the product of 
ongoing efforts to take advantage of the flexibility of standards-based digital 
publication, while continuing to make printed volumes avilable to the 
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numismatic community. The information bound in these pages has been 
available on the Society's website since late 2002. The on-line version of this 
document is sorted by subject, author, and date added. The printed version is 
produced from a PDF file, which is itself generated directly from XML files. The 
conversion from XML to PDF is partially implemented with the FOP formatter 
under development by the Apache Project. This software can be freely 
downloaded by following the links at http://xml.apache.org/fop. Because the 
work-flow that produced the printed version is under active development and 
uses software that is itself in the early stages of implementation, readers may 
find that certain details of the formatting vary from what would be possible if 
the entire text were formatted by hand. It is hoped that these details do not 
detract from the essential goal of promoting awareness of recent numismatic 
scholarship. The bibliographic entries were typeset using the Gentium font, 
which, at the time of writing, is available at the URL 
http://www.sil.org/ computing/catalog/show_software.asp?id=83.

The study notes the evolution from stools to chairs, including the folding 
curule chair, to thrones as depicted on ancient coins. The importance of the 
seated figure, whether it be emperor, god, goddess, or some high official is 
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apparent; a footstool seems to enhance the importance of the seated person. 
The bisellium, a double seat for two persons of equal status to sit side-by-side 
is mentioned. Although there are no depictions of beds, they are considered to 
be closely related to couches (pulvinar) which are seen on many coins. The 
tripod and its various functions are described and some illustrated. Several 
types of tables are shown, such as a handsome three-legged example, a prize 
table, called an agonistic table, on which prizes were displayed for various 
competitive events, and the Showbread table depicted on some Judean coins. 
Considering storage containers as furniture, these would include baskets, 
including the Cista Mystica, either wicker or wooden cabinets, sometimes used 
as shrines, are less common. A fine example of a cabinet is illustrated on a 23 
mm bronze of Philip II struck at Perga in Phrygia. The most renowned cabinet 
is the Ark of the Covenant depicted on some Judean shekels. Noah's Ark, on a 
37 mm bronze coin from Apameia, of Trebonianus Gallus, is symbolized by a 
wooden chest (kibotos) containing a male and female figure, the dove and olive 
branch on the lid, and Noah and his wife in front of it.

The Greek 
word Anabasis came to be applied to this escape by those known as the 'Ten 
Thousand' who were enlisted by Cyrus II and tricked into an expedition against 
the Great King of Babylon. The author in relating the travails points out the 
different denominations of currency in circulation at the time such as the 
daric, siglos, mina, talent, and Kyzikene. Also discussed are the coin types in 
common use in cities such as Kyzikos, Athens, Tarsos, Miletos, Kolchis, 
Trapezos, Sinope, Byzantion, Selymbria, Lampsakos, Dardanos, and Antandros.

The rare silver tridrachms, thought to represent an alliance of cities on the 
western coast of Asia Minor and Propontis are connected by their reverse 
design, the infant Hercules killing two snakes, and the letters SYN. The latter 
are thought to be an abbreviation of SYNMACHIKON meaning "alliance", and 
other than the numismatic evidence, other documentary material relating to 
this alliance is scanty. The known cities of this alliance were Byzantion, 
Kyzikos, Ephesos, Samos, Iasos, Knidos, and Rhodos. Futhermore it is difficult 
to determine against whom the alliance was directed. Several theories and 
dates have been proposed and are noted in this paper, but the author prefers 
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to see alliance as one established by Athens and Persia against Sparta. Coins of 
Thebes and Lampsakos showing a similar Herculean motif without the key 
letters SYN, may represent some kind of sympathetic support for this maritime 
alliance. The possibility exists that coins from other coastal cities of the region, 
such as Chios, may be discovered and shed more light on this interesting and 
poorly-documented political event.

The paper describes three types of objects excavated at the site of the 
Athenian Agora by the American School of Classical Studies in Athens between 
1931 and 1985. A map of the Agora in the 2nd century AD is provided. Inscribed 
bronze weights of 795 gm, 190 gm., and 126 gm are identified respectively as 
'stater 1 , bearing a knucklebone image, 'quarter', bearing an image of the 
Boetian shield, and a 'sixth', bearing an image of a turtle. These are likely to be 
standard weights against which other weights, of merchants for example, 
could be compared. The irrational relationship between the weights of the 
three items has not been satisfactorily explained. Another item of numismatic 
character are bronze tokens depicting items of armor which were redeemable 
by the soldiers in time of war from the armory. Also found at this site are 
bronze discs with a short central axle projecting from both sides which was 
either solid or pierced. These were ballots used for voting in courts of law. It is 
surmised that the solid axle type was for innocent verdicts and holed ones for 
guilty.

Selinus was a prosperous archaic Greek city on the western part of Sicily, 
founded in 650 BC by a population from an area near Syracuse, it was 
destroyed in 409 by the Carthaginians. The coinage forms the best 
documentary evidence relating to the history of Selinus. Its claim to fame is 
the occurrence of the wild celery plant, of some importance as it is featured on 
the silver didrachms. It also had a number of fine temples, one of which, an 
octastyle, was the second largest in the Greek world; its plan was 111 metres 
long by 53 metres across the front with columns 18 metres high. The paper 
gives and account of the history of the city and its development and describes 
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the beautifully designed depictions on the coins that relate to major events in 
the city's history. These included, the draining of the swampy, unhealthy 
marshland in the area causing malaria to be prevalent, and the building of the 
temples. A silver litra commemorates the victory over the Carthaginians at 
Himera in 480 BC. The streets of the ancient city are rectilinear, predating 
those on the Greek mainland by about 70 years, making it the earliest known 
example of this type of city planning.

IV removed much bronze coinage from circulation: all bronzes larger than c. 
48 g, and all but one denomination of Ptolemy IV. CH VIII, 413 includes the 
largest bronze denominations in circulation after the reform: issues of Ptolemy 
III weighing c. 48 g; the equivalent denomination of Ptolemy IV, always 
countermarked; a variety with double eagle reverse (Svoronos 1423) weighing 
c. 40 g, representing the reformed coinage; and the latest variety in the hoard, 
another double eagle bronze weighing c. 29 g (a subgroup of Svoronos 1424). 
The reform and succeeding weight reductions probably correlate with the 
inflationary phenomena recorded in papyrological sources datable to the 
reigns of Ptolemy IV and V. Many papyrologists believe that about 210 a new 
system of reckoning was introduced, based on a much smaller bronze drachm. 
This idea receives support from a bronze monetary weight found in a Lebanese 
hoard of countermarked bronzes of Ptolemy IV. With a weight of 80.14 g it was 
equivalent to two of the "reformed" double eagle coins, and it could have been 
used for monetary conversions, having two parallel strokes on one side and 
the letter Mu (=40 drachms) or Sigma (=200 drachms) on the other.

Eight hoards close at the same point in the reign of 
Ptolemy IV, with issues marked Sigma, Sigma Epsilon, and Sigma-Epsilon 
monogram. The closure of these hoards was followed by an episode of 
countermarking, indicating that their simultaneous deposit was due to a 
monetary reform.

“long cou” potin from the Rhone valley (LT 5611), 2 Leuci boar potins (LT 
9078), two potins with OYINDIA inscriptions (LT 8319) (probably of Lingones 
origin), 32 potins “h la grosse tete” (A3, A5, A6, A8.1 and A8.2, B1 or 2 and B4.l), 
3 Helvetian potins with anchor motifs and 11 uniface potins with wheel motifs. 
The comparison of this group with finds in France and Switzerland reveals that 
the coins belong to the LTD2a period, a date that concurs with the proposed 
date of 58 BC for the conflagration at Mont-Vully. The die, discovered in 1996, 
is the first of its type. It shows the obverse of a KALETEDV quinarius. Analyses 
show not only that it was cast, but that it saw use. However, the amount of 
wear cannot be measured.

Two new Ancient British Iron Age coins from the Fincham (south-west 
Norfolk) hoard have permitted the definitive resolution of the obverse legend 
on the Icenian coins previously attributed to Prasutagus, husband of Boudicca. 
Formerly read as SVB RI PRASTO (under King Prasutagus), the legend now 
clearly reads SVB ESVPRASTO (under Esuprastus). This new name is similar to 
one on the neighbouring Corieltauvian series, which suggests that the cultural, 
and perhaps political, boundaries between the Iceni and Corieltauvi were not 
as clear as we tend to think.

The imperial persons are 
Valerian, Gallienus, Salonina, wife of Gallienus, and their sons Valerian the 
younger, and Salonicus. Four distinct periods are recognized based on the 
regnal years: (l) Years 1 and 2: 253-255, only coins of Valerian and Gallienus, 
(2) Years 3 to 8: 255-261 coins of all the imperial family (3) Years 9 and 10: 
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261-263,. only coins of Gallienus (4) Years 11 to 15: 263-268, Gallienus and 
Salonina. Year 8: 260-61 has a unique pattern, because of Valerian's capture by 
the Persians, the death of Salonicus, the appearance of the usurper Macrianus 
under whom the mint ceased to produce coins of Valerian and Gallienus, and 
the restoration of Gallienus as sole emperor. Each period is treated in detail 
noting which reverse types were given solely to one or other of the imperial 
personages and which were shared.

Only two coin types (AE 17) were issued by Pontius Pilate in the name of 
Tiberius. The first is dated AD 29 and shows a simpulum with Tiberius's titles 
and regnal year on one side and three ears of barley and Julia's titles on the 
other. The second type features the lituus with Tiberius's titles on one side and 
Tiberius's regnal year within a laurel wreath on the other. This second coin 
was minted in AD 30 and reissued in 31. These coins were minted in Jerusalem 
and are thought to have been in wide circulation for about 35 years. The 
common hypothesis for the presence of the strongly Roman religious symbols 
on one side of these coins is that they were intended to provoke the Jewish 
population. The proposition in this paper is that since Pontius Pilate followed 
the calling of a seer or soothsayer and had advised the emperor over a period 
of years, these religious symbols were most likely of Pilate's choosing, without 
any intent to annoy the local people. In addition it appears that since Pilate's 
relationship with the priests was quite good, it was unlikely that he would 
deliberately try to annoy the people. The ears of barley and the laurel wreath 
motifs were neutral in their implications. Furthermore, the simpulum and 
lituus are veiy simply engraved so that on these small, poorly-struck coins, 
they would only be recognized by people in the know. Only thirteen of these 
coins are known with countermarks; 5 of them are illustrated here, the 
countermarks consists of a palm branch with the Greek letters "C". "CPI", or 
"U" probably indicating their use by a local Roman cohort of the 22nd legion 
stationed in the area. Why they are so scarce is a mysteiy. The possibility that 
these coins might be connected with the shroud of Turin, upon which some 
scholars believe that they have detected coin images is mentioned. See also:

Lake Nemi, ancient Lake Nemorensis, in the Alban Hills, has a long history, 
some of it mythological going back to the founding of Rome. Of significance is 
the sacred grove of Diana. Some of the theories relating to this cult and its 
origins are discussed. The numismatic connection lies with P. Accoleius 
Lariscolus, whose denarii (Crawford 486) are detailed including the three 
variations of hairstyle of the obverse goddess and the three standing figures on 
the reverse with a grove of three cypress trees behind. The three figures 
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probably represent Diana as a tripartite goddess; Diana the Huntress; 
Luna-Selene, the moon goddess; and Hecate, goddess of the nether world. Lake 
Nemi was partially drained in 1928 and two huge barges, thought to be 
pleasure barges of the time of Caligula, were raised. These 20 x 70 metre 
vessels were well preserved, but unfortunately destroyed by fire in 1944.

The images the legends of Romulus and Remus (33 examples) and Aeneas (102 
examples)seen on Roman coins are tabulated into two annotated tables and 
these provide the data for the commentary which centers on coins of 
Augustus, Vespasian, and Antoninus Pius who used the same images for 
different purposes. Augustus used the Romulus and Remus image to establish 
himself as a second founder of Rome following a period of civil strife and to 
reinforce his family's claim to descent from Aeneas. Vespasian, also after civil 
war and restoration of peace and prosperity, used the image of Romulus and 
Remus to associate himself with the origin of the city of Rome. The Romulus 
and Remus image used by Vespasian in conjunction with his sons, Titus and 
Domitian reinforce their status and gives them some of their father's glory as 
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well as establishing their right to rule. Antoninus Pius issued coins with images 
of both legends (5 types of Aeneas and 16 of Romulus and Remus). His 
accession was in a time of peace and so he did not associate himself with the 
foundation legends in the same way as Augustus and Vespasian. However, in 
his reign the 900th. anniversary of Rome was celebrated, and this provided the 
impetus to issue so many variations of these legends on his coins. This article 
was previously published in Concordia Classics Modem Languages and 
Linguistics Working Papers Vol. 2.

The reverse of one of Crispina's medallions shows 
her actually performing a sacrifice before the temple of Vesta; thus the 
empresses is actually performing the role of a priestess even though she is not 
one. The paper notes that images on coins and medallions may provide a more 
comprehensive insight into women's participation in religious life in Rome.

The conclusion 
is that Augustus' victories, his honors, and his successors, are principal themes 
on his coins and that he most likely directed them himself.

The paper uses the pagan, Christian, and non-sectarian iconography of the 
coins and medallions of Constantine the Great to determine how his religious 
views changed. From the appearance and disappearance of these icons during 
the reign, it is concluded that a distinct shift toward Christianity, and possibly 
also a divinely-sanctioned imperial authority, took place but these changes are 
not proof of the Emperor's commitment to a newly-Christianized empire. The 
data for this study were taken from Roman Imperial Coinage Vol. VII, 
Constantine and Licinius. The data were tabulated into two charts: The first 
shows, for each year of reign, seven pagan icons (e.g. Jupiter, Nike, radiate 
crown, etc.) and four Christian icons (e.g. the emperor looking to heaven, the 
chi-rho symbol, nimbate bust etc.) for 10 mints, selected because they were the 
most prolific and continuous in operation of the 17 known. The second chart is 
similar but adds three non-sectarian icons (laurel wreath, camp gate, and 
soldiers) for four mints: Arles, Aquileia, Siscia, and Thessalonica.

Included would be a sestertius 
of Hadrian RIC 594 that commemorates Hadrian's cancellation of debts, which 
made him "restorer of the earth".

However, the publication of Volume I of 
the "Millennium Edition" in 2000 marked a radical departure from the 
previous traditions of the work through its enlargement to a multiple volume 
format which permitted a significant expansion of the catalogue listings and 
an increase in the number of illustrations. Volume I covers a period of 
approximately 375 years, from the origins of the Roman Coinage in the 
opening decades of the 3rd century BC down to the violent end of the Flavian 
dynasty in AD 96. The newly published Volume II extends coverage of the 
imperial series from the accession of Nerva, first of the "Adoptive" emperors. 
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down to the overthrow of the Severan dynasty with the assassination of 
Severus Alexander in AD 235. It thus encompasses what may justifiably be 
termed the "golden age" of the Roman imperial coinage. The chronological 
sequencing of the enormous variety of types within this period has always 
presented a considerable challenge to scholars, especially for the first half of 
the 2nd century when precise dating criteria were largely absent from the coin 
inscriptions. Volume II draws heavily on the published work of scholars such 
as Philip Hill and Wolfgang Szaivert in attributing an accurate date of issue to 
virtually every type listed in the catalogue. Mint attributions are also included 
based on the latest available evidence.

Although the Ptolemaic line ends in Egypt with the famous Cleopatra VII, her 
daughter, Cleopatra Selene, by Mark Anthony, was married to Juba II becoming 
Cleopatra VIII Selene thereby extending the Ptolemaic line. Three groups of 
Mauretanian coinage are examined; those bearing only Juba's title; those 
bearing titles of both Juba and Cleopatra Selene; and those with only the titles 
of Cleopatra Selene. Juba's titles on the coins depicting him alone have Latin 
inscriptions in contrast to Greek for Selene's titles. Some of Juba's coins pay 
homage to Augustus, his benefactor, and others show a strong Egyptian 
influence even before his marriage to Selene indicating the Romanization of 
Egyptian influences. The coins with titles of both Juba and Selene depict his 
diademed portrait and Latin text, but the reverses give Selene's title in Greek 
accompanied by Egyptian symbols. Thus it appears that Selene is anxious to 
depict herself in a royal context. Two theories are offered for the coins bearing 
only Selene's titles. The first suggests that the coins were struck during a four 
year period when Juba was travelling in the east and she was acting as his 
regent: If this is correct her death would have been about AD 11 or later. The 
second theory is that they were minted after her death as a tribute to the 
deceased queen. Evidence is presented to support both possibilities but no 
preference is indicated. Juba and Selene had a son, Ptolemy, who succeeded 
Juba in AD 23 and ruled to AD 40. Since no marriages or offspring are recorded 
he is the last member of the House of Ptolemy.

After the death and subsequent deification of Antinoos his native city 
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B ithynion-Klaudiopolis produced a series of bronze medallions bearing his 
portrait. The reverses bore seven scenes depicting the Arcadian myth of 
Hermes. This cycle was given its most complete description in the celebrated 
hymn to Hermes which in its existing form dates to the 7th century BC and has 
been ascribed to Homer. Thus, even if we have to assume that now lost local 
myths inspired the coin types, the hymn can provide clues to help us explain 
the medals' iconographic details. By placing this series of scenes taken from 
old Arcadian myths on its coins, the city not only stresses its notable Arcadian 
origin but also emphasizes the ascendance of the new youg god to Olympus. 
That the assimilation of Antinoos with Hermes Kyllenios was not merely of 
local importance can be seen from the deme names of the Phyle Oseirantinoeis 
at Antinoopolis, surely created under the influence of Hadrian himself. The 
deme names reveal a complicated mythological network which links Arcadia, 
Mantineia and Bithynion with Antinoopolis. As was the case with the 
Panhellenic League the construction of a common mythological foundation 
linking the centers of the new cult of Antinoos in the Peloponnesos, Asia Minor 
and Egypt must be ascribed to the personal wishes of the Emperor.

In celebration of the 350th anniversary of the opening of the mint, the Colonial 
Coin Collectors Club has published a new book by Louis Jordan entitled, John 
Hull, the Mint and the Economics of Massachusetts Coinage, with a foreword 
by Philip L. Mossman and an introduction by Michael Hodder. This book 
interprets a number of original sources to produce a history of the 
Massachusetts Mint from its founding in 1652. Using the surviving ledger of 
John Hull, the author discusses production at the mint, investigates minting 
techniques, productivity and the profitability of the enterprise. The book also 
examines the political and economic factors that contributed to the rise and 
prosperity of the mint as well as the factors that led to its closing. There is a 
section on the Hull family homestead and the location of the mint as well as 
chapters on the role of Hull and Sanderson at the mint and sketches of the 
apprentices and journeymen who assisted with coining. The book also includes 
a commentary with illustrations on a discovery first announced by Stack's in 
May of 2002 regarding an NE shilling that was overstruck as a Willow Tree. 
Both the understrike and overstrike of this coin represent newly identified 
reverse dies. An appendix includes an extensive chronology of events related 
to the operation of the mint and later attempts to reestablish the mint over the 
period from 1652 to 1704.
